Treskoloski, who spent forty-eight 
fear-filled hours with only his head 
and one arm above a collapsed mass 
cl earth and rock w*as rescued alive 
Friday. 
Fellow m iners hauled him barely 
conscious, into a timbered 
tunnel 
they dug through a Schuylkill coun­ 
ty hillside, wrapped him in blankets 
and hustled him off to a hospital 
The blonde 26-year-old miner, ex­ 
hausted by tile rigors of his im pris­ 
onm ent. was able only to m utter a 
few words of thanks to his rescuers. 
He fell asleep as soon as he touched 
a bed. 
Spectators Cheer 
More th an 4C0 spectators, shiver­ 
ing in a bitter wind, cheered lustily 
as Treskoloski was carried to a w ait­ 
ing am bulance. Scores of them stood 
for hours, watching and waiting, 
pressing so close to the shaft th a t 
local officers were called into serv­ 
ice to keep them back. lest their 
weight send more earth sliding down 
on prisoner and rescuers alike. 
It was the cave-in th reat th a t 
m ade the rescue task doubly hard. 
"We were in danger every m in­ 
ute," one of the volunteer diggers 
said 
and th at's what made the work so 
slow.” 
They tried digging Treskoloski out 
from the top on Wednesday, but the 
sliding, slippery w'alls of the surface 
pit, near the Suffolk mine of the 
Philadelphia and Reading C oil and 
Iron company, threatened to engulf 
them . 
Work in Shifts 
Then, working in shifts of tw enty 
men each, and fed from a cook ten t 
set up by the Salvation Army, they 
started a tunnel to reach the tra p ­ 
ped m an from beneath. 
One cf 
them stayed with Treskoloski con­ 
stantly. talking to him, keeping up 
his courage through the last hours 
in which he steadily grew weaker. 
He played his part by direct mg 
the rescuers. 
"He could feel the vibrations of
